TRUCE UNTIL 


SATURDAY 
NOON 


A truce, between the Wilmington Police Associa- 
tion and Town Manager Sterling Morris, has been 
agreed to, to last until Saturday noon. The truce 
is at the suggestion of Selectman James Miceli, 
who hopes that something can be worked out, by 
that time. 

The Wilmington Police were on a ‘‘No over- 
time” schedule from Friday afternoon to Tuesday 
afternoon, as the result of a conflict with the Town 
Manager, regarding overtime work. The conflict 
created wide interest throughout eastern Massa- 
chusetts, having been variously reported in both 
press and radio. 

Contrary to some reports, the Wilmington Police 
insist that their action is not a ‘Blue Flu” - 
ie. pretended sickness type of refusal to work, 
experienced in some cities. Every policeman has 
worked on his regular schedule, without excep- 
tion, other than Inspector John Harvey, who has 
been ill. 

State Police were called in to fill the ‘‘vacan- 
cies”, and Wilmington Police were riding around 

-town-in-State-cruisers; “as: a-resutt,-part~of the~ 
time. The Wilmington police say that in only one 
instance was there a shortage of Wilmington 
patrolmen, and that the State police were not 
needed. 

The Wilmington Police hope that a settlement 
of the difficulties can be made by Saturday noon. 
It was the association that conceded, president 
Don Mercier said, not the Town Manager. “We 
hope that we will get back to the original sche- 
dules”, | 

Town Manager Sterling Morris agrees with Mer- 
cier that he did not concede. The truce, he says 


“4s unrealistic’. ‘The town will not give in, the 
assignment of Work Force is not negotiable’’. 


The conflict between the police 
and the Town Manager started as 
the result of an accident on Lowell 
Street on Juhe 2th at about 
2:30 am, Officer Jimmy Cuoco, 
who is a past president of the 
police association, while driving 
a police cruiser. struck an elec: 
trie pole. \sheering it from its 
foundation. Officer Cuoco was 
“doubling” filling in for a man on 


leave or vacation. after having 
served the 4 p.m. to midnight 
shift 

‘The Town Manager regarded the 
situation as serious, and although 
he has not directly referred to 
the accident in his various con- 
versations with the Police 
Department there is no doubt that 
the accident was the cause of the 
conflict

He issued an order on July 6th, 
saying:''The practice of doubling 
back. that is to say. working in 
excess of any eight-hour shift. 
will not be permitted from this 
date forward, unless in extreme 
emergency. authorized by the 
Police Chief, and approved by the 
Town Manager 

On the next day there was a 
memorandum to the policemen + 
from the Chief which said that 
doubling back would be allowed 
for a person working the 8 a.m 
to 4 p.m, shift. He may work. it 
said, the 4 p.m, to midnight shift 

The order was considered as a 
serious case. by the policemen, 
who have been negotiating for a 
contract since about January 1 
“We were in negotiation, we 
were in conciliation, when that 
order was put out’. said Mer- 
cier. “He caused unfair labor 
practices! We have been bar- 
Raining in good faith - going right 
along - and I don't think we de- 
serve what is happening right 
now! 

Mercier, who was the Sargent 
in Charge at the time of the a 
cident on June 24th insists. there 
waste “i Rind 
but that the accident was caused 
by the blinding lights of a car that 
sideswiped the police cruiser 
over to the side of the road 
Cuoco had left the police station 
a few minutes before. to chec 
over Lucei's and was on his way 
back to the station, at which time 
both men were to take a trip 
around the town. 

Cuoco had been working his 
normal shift. from 4 p.m. to mid- 
night, and at the time of the acci- 
dent had been working 10's hours. 

Basically. what is at stake is 
whether or not the police depart- 
ment can control a Callback 
Roster. which is also termed an 
Opportunity List. 

It is a listing in tabular form of 
the men in the department, show- 
ing who has worked overtime. and 
who has not. It is designed to 
rive every man an equal amount 
of work. unless he happens to de- 
cline his opportunity to work 

The schedule or opportunity list 
is. of course. on a 24 hour basis 
When the Town Manager ordered 
no “back to back" work for the 4 
to midnight and midnight to8 a.m. 
shifts the Opportunity List became 
practically inoperable. 

And, while the police are hope: 
ful. the Town Manager is ada/ 
mant. He will not. he said Wed- 
nesday noon. allow policemen to 
work all night, on a double shift 
There are too many possibilities. 
too much in consequence, he said. 
for a job of this type. “This isn’t 
an emergency condition’

The site proposed in the meadow in back of Louie's Gas 
Station, on Main Street, where a few years ago it was pro- 


posed to have a gravel yard. 


Mr. Harding said that, to iget 
five hundred parking spaces it 
would be necessary, to put Mill 
Stream into a series of under- 
ground pipes, four, of 30” in 
diameter, which would cost, he 
estimated, $250,000. The firm 
was figuring on 500 parking spaces 
he said, but this was nder the old 
by-law of Wilmington, * which 
called for one parking space for 
each four seats.

spector, had told the Appeal 
Board that this would require 
a High Density Zoning, and thus 
could not be allowed under the 
present zoning. The Planning 
Board agreed 

In another case a Wilmington 
resident was seeking to put in a 
carport in front of his house. 
‘The Board investigated, and found 
that there had been a similar 
case, on the same property, less 
than a year ago. The law allows 
the same case to come up only 
after a two year wait, unless the 
Planning Board has voted to 
allow a second hearing. A letter 
was written to the Board of 
Appeals. pointing this out, and 
saying that there could be no 
second hearing until October 
1972 

The last case discussed by 
Hooper was a proposal to use a 
lot of land in South Wilmington. 
near the proposed Town Dump. 
for open storage of contractor's 
equipment. The land is between 
Main Street and Old Main Street, 
and adjacent, on one side, to the 
Murphy real estate office. and on 
the other to the high power elec- 
tric lines which cross Main 
Street in South Wilmington. 

Hooper told the Planning Board 
that he had said the Board of 
Appeals has no jurisdiction in this 
case, because the land is zoned 
for residential use. ‘Then he sug- 
gested that the entire “moon 
(describing the shape of the land) 
should be rezoned to General 
Business or Industrial 

Gillis: Not We don't want a 
dump there at the entrance to the 
town! If you do anything there. let 
the town buy it, and put in some 
trees and things - beautify it!

Varnish that is scuffed and 
soiled but not worn through can 
be refreshed by washing with 
soap and water and rinsing: 
then, after a period for drying, 
by revarnishing. One coat 
should be sufficient to be ap- 
plied in a thin coat, 

‘A varnished floor should be 
swept with a hair broom or an 
ordinary broom in a cloth bag 
or a dry mop or a “dustless' 
mop. 

You can make such a mop of 
4 new string mop: soak it with 
a mixture of 2 parts paraffin 
oll and 1 part turpentine with 
8 few drops of oil of cedar only 
enough to give an odor. The 
mop should be wrung out until 
dry 

When it is too dirty for further 
use. the mop can be washed 
with soap and water and re- 
treated.
